SUGAR GROWING NEAR PENANG. 
(Pinang Gazette.) 

Mr Robert Tooth's. Sugar Hetate at the 
Dindings and Perak.—The Dindings is the 
nawé given to the two islands and a portion 
of the mainland of Perak ceded to the 


British Government by the Treaty of- 


Pankore in 1874, and the island of Pankore 
is situated at a distance of 80 miles eouth of 
Penang. Some six months ago, Mr Robert 
Tooth intimated to the Government of the 
Straits Settlements hia desire of investing a 
large amount of capitalin opening up jungle 
country for the cultivation of Sagar, and 
erecting extensive Factory Works for refin- 
ing purposes, in the Malay Peninsula, as 
being a central position in the Hastern Sugar 
growing world, After careful examination 
of the country, it was finally decided to 
select the Dindings asthe most suitable 
place, and a concession of 80,000 acres was 
granted on terms to Mr Tooth by the Ruler 
of Perak, the t being also counterslgned 
by the ‘Bri Resident. . This extensive 
property is situated between the Perak and 
the Dinding - Rivers, and comprises some 
very valuable and fertile tracts of country. 
A great part conaists of low marshy ground, 
all above the level of the sea at high water, 
and consequently easily drained, and con- 
taining .some valuable soll.
